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In 1 757 Samuel went to Winchester, Virginia, for supplies and 
was held at Fort Pleasant on the South Branch of the Potomac, 
accused of being a spy for the Indians, He was released only with 
a squad of soldiers to accompany him and investigate his claim of 
having established a purely religious colony. Arriving at the Cheat 
River settlement, they found the buildings burned and the bodies 
of twenty-seven of the thirty inhabitants. The three missing settlers 
were Samuel's brothers, Gabriel and Isaiah, and an indentured ser- 
vant named Baltzer Shilling. The treasure was never found, but 
Shi! ling was found near present-day Hundred, West Virginia, in 
1759 by Indian trader John Owens and taken to his house along 
the Monongahela at Ten Mile Creek. Samuel Eckerlin found him 
there a few months later. Shilling told him that about fifty Dela-

As mentioned in a previous article published by The Republican, 
John Owens, the Indian Trader, at Fort Pitt, and a militiaman under 
Boquet, was definitely connected with the Tenmile Country, for on 
December 12, 1757, he sold a tract of land "Situated on the Mononga- 
hela, between Enoch's Run (afterward John Swan's Run or Pumpkin 
Run) and near the mouth of Muddy Creek," to Abraham Teagarden 
of Frederick County, Maryland, with William Teagarden and John 
Owens, Jr., witnessing the deed. (See Washington County Deed 
Book — 1-A — 214.) At least two and possibly three sons of John 
Owens settled close to the site of Fort Jackson and are mentioned 
in early land transactions.

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The Indian Traders who covered this Section have been typed, 
and <Jl agree that they were a profligate lot. Usually raised on the 
frontier, they had picked up an Indian dialect or two, with smatter- 
ings of others, sufficient to carry on trade- Their stock of goods 
consisted in the main of rum, guns, powder and lead; knives, axes, 
awls, strands, linen and other cloth; ribbons and stockings, which they 
carried on pack horses — and in this part of the country — exchanged 
for deer skins. The profits included a fair margin on the cost, plus a 
percentage for packing the goods over the mountains, usually from 
Philadelphia or Baltimore. Each trader seems to have had his own 
favorite stopping places and routes of travel. Frequently the stopping 
place was nothing more than a large fallen tree that gave some 
promise of shelter from the weather, or a sylvan spring that supplied 
water for h(s pack animals. These stopping places were respected by 
other traders, and names were given to them, associating the places 
with the trader. Hum was used freely to strike an advantageous 
bargain or violate a comely Indian Maiden, when peaceful persuasion 
failed. There were very few of these traders who did not have one or 
more Indian Women, whom they sometimes gave the status of wife, 
especially if she were a daughter of a Chief or influential tribesman, 
Indian morals were such that there seems to have been no resent- 
ment of this condition, and history records few instances of violence 
caused by it. Foreign travelers of that time, have reported that they 
frequently met unaccompanied Indian Women on the trails, with 
whom they camped at night, sharing the same blankets, for the sake 
of warmth, and other conveniences, and often traveled with them for

In 1747 and 174B John Owens 
was listed as an unlicensed 
trader from Chester County, On 
28 May 1751 he was reported to 
be an Indian trader operating 
in the Ohio territory In or 
near Logstown, In 1 75i he was 
a guide to George Croghan at 
Aughwiek, In 1758 he was a 
guide and interpreter in the 
army of General Fortes, moving 
on Ft. Duqussne. (Bausiaan, 
History of Beaver County II, 
978; 5 Col Rec 532 & 536j 6 
Col Rec T'60-J 1 Pa Arch 2 at H) . 

John was a brother and some- 
times partner of David Owens. 
The latter is infaaious for 
having killed, and! scalped his 
Indian wife, his brothers-in- 
law and even his own small 
■children to sell their scalps 
after Pennsylvania enacted 
the infamous bounty on Indian 
scalps. Both brothers were 
notorious for having deserted 
from William Johnson t e militia 
in New York, and for having 
cheated the Indiana, sold them 
whiskey In contravention of 
the law, and debauched the 



women after the men were in- 
toxicated with overpriced, 
watered down rum. (see Francis 
Parkman, Conspiracy of Pontiac, 
Hi 21 47 ; Loudon, Indian Wars, 
II, 177) 

Most frontier traders were gun 
smiths at leapt to the extent 
that they could repair the cheap 
trade guns thoy sold at highly 
inflated prices to the Indians . 
That John Owens was a trader, 
and perhaps somewhat mora skill- 
ed and better equipped than raoat 
traders is shown by the losses 
of equipment in the Prench and 
Indian Wars, Owens reported 
that he had smith tools and iron 
and steel "which I was obliged 
to leave behind when they 
(French) came down and took 
possession of the Ohio River." 
Owens valued his tools and iron 
and steal lost at 30 British 
pounds. His total losses, 
mostly in horses, came to 1040 
pounda, 6 shillings and 9 
pence, (see S.K, Eailoy (ed.) 
The Ohio Company Papers, pp, 
150-51) □
